Legend 
has it that when the light was just right, 

this spirit’s reflection could be seen on the 
water's surface, giving the pond its former 
name Innitou, or “Looking Place of the Great 
Spirit.” 


Just as Lake Innitou was named to celebrate 
the Great Spirit's reflection on the pond’s 
waters, our yearbook was given the name 
Innitou to recognize a special opportunity 
for reflection on our time in high school.
